Owing to the fact that the traction 
workmen who persist in getting dru nk 
do not 
got proper pu nishment 
by 
being kept in jail, the proposition of 
forming a chain gang and working 
the prisoners on the streets u nder 
gu ard is being entertained by the city 
au thorities. 
At 
the 
present time 
there art' eleven men living off the 
cou nty at the jail. 
It is costing the 
cou nty 40 etmts per day to k*» ep these 
men, and as there is no stone pile, the 
cou nty is getting no retu rns for the 
money. 
Althou gh there wou ld bo some ex­ 
pense connected with the maintenance 
of a “ chain gang” Mayor Hall be­ 
lieves that, u nder the new law, one 
cou ld be established and condu cted 
with benefit to the city. 
He thinks 
that a “ chain gang" wou ld stop mu ch 
of the “ chronic drinking" among a 
certain class of local citizens, and he 
believes that if the traction workmen 
were made to do hard manu al labor 
every time they went to jail, they 
woou ld 
not get 
dru nk 
so often. 
Depu ty Prosecu tor Kiplinger favors 
the establishment of a “ chain gang * 
and City Attorney Yonng and mem­ 
bers of the city cou ncil are said to 
look at the m atter in a similar light

FLOWER THIEVES 


According to the printed resnlts of 
the investigation of E. I. Lewis, the 
well known staff correspondent of the 
Indianapolis News, Ku sh cou nty is 
one of the forty cou nties in Indiana 
where the bridge tru st pool has been 
and is being su ccessfu lly operated. 
The article appeared as a resu lt of an 
investigation following the exposu re 
of the pool in Ohio. 
In that State, 
only fifteen connties show evidence 
that they have been giving too mu ch 
for their bridges, while in Indiana, 
nearly half the cou nties have been 
“ tapped" and in some cases, althou gh 
there is no specific information given, 
it is said that the cou nty officials 
shared in the rake-off. 
Attorney-General Ellis, of Ohio, is 
waging a battle against the bridge 
tu rst pool in that State which will 
eventu ally drive the tru st from any 
attempts to work in Ohio cou nties. 
Bu t Indiana seems to be easy for the 
magnates, and althou gh it is asserted 
that for over a year, evidence enou gh 
to convict the pools, has been at hand, 
the attorney general and the different 
prosecu ting attorneys have neglected 
to act. 
The method of the bridge companies 
is one which is well known. 
They 
pool their forces and when bids are 
asked for cou nty bridges, all the bids 
su bmitted are high enou gh to give all 
handsome 
profit. 
Hu ndreds 
of 
thou sands of dollars are being taken 
from Indiana connties, it is claimed, 
by this method, while the only relief 
is in the hope that the officials will 
investigate, and if possible, retu rn in­ 
dictments.

Frank Scott, of Chicago, the "M ar­ 
velou s Scott” who does the “ slide for 
life” act with the Gem Amu sement 
company, at present in this city, has 
had a ru n of bad lu ck, that has pu t 
him ou t of bu siness for a time. 
Scott is ju st ou t of the hospital after 
having been inju red in a “ slide for 
life” at “ Wonderland” in Indianapo­ 
lis a little over two weeks ago, by 
striking the pad at the end of the 
slide with terrible force. 
He was in 
a seriou s condition for a time. 
Scott 
took the place of Madairfo La Blanche, 
who was also inju red in the same 
manner. 
Yesterday afternoon, 
while Scott 
was in the air engaged in erecting his 
apparatu s at the carnival grou nds on 
East Second street, a poli wagon drove 
over a gu y rope attached to the pole, 
from 
which Scott 
was 
su spended 
cau sing the rope to snap and the pole 
to fall. 
Scott fell a distance of tw en­ 
ty-two feet, alighting on his right arm 
and shou lder. 
The arm was dislocated 
at the wrist and as a resu lt the “ slide 
for life” has been discontinu ed. 


Many Ru sh cou nty farmers have lost 
large su ms ofTmoney as a resu lt of the 
ravages of hog cholera du ring tbe past 
few years. 
Congressman Watson, who has been 
interesting himself in the investiga­ 
tion being carried on by the United 
States government in an effort to find 
a tru e specific tor hog cholera, sends 
word to his farmer ¿constitu ency that 
the long sou ght for cu re has been 
fou nd. 
A dispatch kfrom Washington 
says: 
‘ ‘ Representative James ¿E. Watson 
is au thority for the statement that 
Secretary of Agricu ltu re Jam« « Wilson 
has made a discovery that ou ght to 
give him a place in history as one of 
the? greatest benefactors of mankind. 
Mr. Wilson, he says, has at last dis- 
covered how to prevent hog cholera. 
"Many alleged cu res for hog cholera 
have been foisted 
u pon the pu blic 
from time to tim e." said the Sixth 
district Congressman, "b u t it has re­ 
mained for the 
stu rdy and brainy 
Scotchman at the head of the depart- 
ent of agricu ltu re to^discover the real 
cu re. 
Having a deep interest in the 
su bject, becau se my constitu ency is 
compose« ! largely of farmers. I called 
on the secretary anti he explained in 
detail the series of experiments that 
fiave led 
to the discovery anti all 
abou t the cu re and what it will ac­ 
complish. 
There 
can be no dou bt 
whatever] that t Secretary Wilson lias 
fou nd the su re cu re, as well as pre­ 
ventive, of hog cholera. 
This one 
discovery is worth $10,000,000 a year 
to the cou ntry. 
A man like Wilson 
ou ght to be kept in office withou t 
regard to changes of adm inistration, 
and when he dies, a gratefu l people 
ou ght to erect a magnificent monu ­ 
ment over his grave. 
“ A hog that has had cholera, and 
therefore was immnne. was injected 
with seru m taken from a hog that was 
sick of cholera. 
Then, in du e time, 
seru m was taken from the immnne hog, 
and it was u sed to inocu late other 
hogs that had cholera and to vaccinate 
well hogs.

Senator Hemenway’s friends are not 
letting any grass grow under their 
feet. 
They are seeing to the nomina­ 
tion of men for the senate, as those 
who will be elected this time will hold 
over until 1908, when Senator Hemen 
way's term expires. 


Daniel G. Reid, probably the wealthi­ 
est Hoosier that ever lived, left here 
today for New York, where he now 
resides.

of every assistance in its investigation 
has been given the interstate com­ 
m erce commission by E. J. Berwind, 
head of the Berwind-W hite Coal Min­ 
ing company. 
Mr. Berwind and his 
brother, John E. Berwind. were pres­ 
ent at yesterday’s session, and the lat­ 
ter was examined by Mr. Glasgow, 
who stated, however, that he was not 
yet ready to call E. J. Berwind. 
This 
was not pleasing to the latter, who 
said to the newspaper reporters that 
he returned from Europe for the ex­ 
press purpose of appearing before the 
commission, and had curtailed his trip 
for no other purpose. 
The commission decided to suspend 
the examination until next Tuesday, 
when It will be resumed In W ashing 
ton, at which tim e Mr. Glasgow has 
requested the presence of E. J . B er­ 
wind. 
The most important testim ony given 
by J . E. Berwind was his statem ent 
that during the tim e the rebates were 
the custom he had no reason to be­ 
lieve the Berwind-W hite company was 
favored over other shippers and that 
he believed 
the estim ated 
weights 
were fair both to the coal company 
and to the railroad. 
He admitted also 
that when the Berwind-White company 
entered the competition for the steam 
ship trade it was assisted so far as 
was possible by the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road company. 
He said further that 
It was not possible for steam ships to 
suffer In the m atter of charges by 
reason of the fact that the coal was 
shipped to Harsimus unwelghed, be­ 
cause the coal loaded into hunkers 
was weighed by the bucket by steam ­ 
ship employes. 
Oscar Knipe, auditor of freight re­ 
ceipts of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
was questioned at length concerning 
the charges for Harsimus coal. 
He 
said that all freight must he paid for 
in advance and that when coal shipped 
by other companies was weighed at 
Altoona the freight charges were paid 
and if there was any loss before the 
coal reached its destination the claim 
was investigated and, if correct, paid 
through the claim s department. 
In 
the case of the Berwind-W hite coal, 
estim ated weight of 107,000 pounds 
per car was 
charged, and of this 
amount 100,000 pounds were prepaid 
at A ltoona 
An additional hill was 
rendered by the railroad for the re­ 
maining 7,000 pounds, and the adjust­ 
ment of losses was made from this ac­ 
count. 
The w itness appeared unable 
to explain why this should be except 
that the Harsimus coal was unwelghed 
and all other shipm ents were weighed.
